Frances and Em m y churned in 
the Atlantic today, neither an 
im m ediate threat to land. 
Em m y, 
which 
has

m eandering through the A tlan­ 
tic for IO days, changed course 
again Sunday and is heading 
once m ore tow ard the open sea. 
Frances grew into a hurricane 
over the weekend and is still 
growing. 
“ It’s in a very favorable area 
for 
developm ent,” 
National 
H urricane Center forecaster Gil 
Clark said of the new hur­ 
ricane. “ It m ay get over IOO 
mph. at least.” 
At 6 a m. EDT, the center of 
Frances w as near latitude 19.5 
north, longitude 53.5 west, or 
550 
m iles 
east-northeast 
of 
Antigua. It w as moving tow ard 
the northw est at 12 mph and 
was expected to continue on 
this course and speed today. 
Highest winds were 75 mph. 
with gales extending 75 miles in 
the northern sem icircle and 50 
miles to the south.

Record Attendance At State Fair 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The Indiana State Fair 
air achieved a record attendance this year of more than 
1.19 million visitors, surpassing the 1.18 million of 1975. 
Now officials will study the past ll days to analyze 
just what the best draws were. One official said the 1976 
seemed to run extremely smoothly, but was puzzling in 
that attendance the past Wednesday and Thursday were 
down compared with last year. Weather was favorable, 
with only an hour-and-ahalf rain delay for a m ajor event 
— on band day — this year. 
The 1976 total attendance was 1,193,950 compared with 
1,181,324 in 1975, the previous record. 
The final day included a motorcycle race and the 
usual zany contests. 
Bonita Tasselmyer, 23, Indianapolis, took top honors in 
husband-calling, and John Crabb, Indianapolis, won the 
hog calling event. It pays equally well to be tops in 
husband or hog calling: HOO.

Doctor, Family Killed In Blaze 


MUNCIE, Ind. (UPI) — A doctor, his wife and their 
two children were killed by a fire that swept their two- 
story home on the city’s North Side early Sunday. 
The victims were identified as Dr. Thomas W. 
Dunning, 47, a Muncie phyusician, his wife, Carol Ruth, 
38, and their children, David, 9, and Nancy Alice, 7. 
The blaze of unknown cause probably began in the 
first-floor family room of the house, investigators said. 
The home was ablaze when firefighters arrived They 
found the charred bodies after extinguishing the flames. 
Dunning, his wife and son were on the floor of one 
bedroom, Nancy Alice on the floor of another bedroom, 
authorities said. All appeared to have been awakened by 
the fire, but overcome before they could flee. 
Delaware County Deputy Coroner Thomas Fry ruled 
the Dunnings died of carbon monoxide asphyxiation and 
smoke inhalation. 
Survivors included Mrs. Dunning's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. William Wylam, Muncie, and Dr. 
Dunning’s 
children from a previous m arriage, Roy Dunning, 
Chicago; Bruce Dunning, Muncie, and Karen Dunning, 
Boca Raton, Fla.

Cooking With 
Pioneer Spirit 


ITHACA, N Y. (U P I) — The 
pioneer spirit leads most people 
to save commercial canning 
jars against future use, says 
R O. Powell, special projects 
director of the Glass Container 
Manufacturers Institute, Inc., 
of Washington, D C. 


That spirit can be risky if you 
reuse such jars for pressure 
canning, 
Powell 
said 
at 
a 
canning refresher course for 
Cooperative Extension agents 
at 
Cornell 
University 
here. 
Agents spend much of their 
time answering food preserva­ 
tion questions from the public. 


Both Powell and Prof. Ruth 
Klippstein of the Division of 
Nutritional 
Sciences .strongly 
urged that commercial jars be 
reserved for room temperature 
or refrigerator storage only. 
Using 
them 
in 
pressure 
canning can be disastrous. Mrs. 
Klippstein 
said 
many 
will 
reseal if they are used with 
new home canning jar licks, but 
they might also crack or break 
at 
the 
high 
temperatures 
created by this canning me 
thod. 


Powell 
said 
anyone 
who 
persists in using them anyway 
tor waterbath processing should 
first check each jar carefully 
tor dangerous flaws, and should 
never under any circumstances 
use them for pressure canning. 
He said air bubbles that are 
imbedded between two layers 
of glass are of no immediate 
concern, but a bubble in glass 
that is stretched out provides a 
microchannel from inside out 
that 
may prevent 
the ja r’s 
sealing and let 
in 
bacteria. 
Powell said such 
flaws are 
rare, 
and 
usually 
can 
be 
spotted only 
in 
very 
bright 
light. 
He said bigger hazards are 
microcracks on the surface or 
rims of jars, some so minute 
that even an electronic scanner 
at the factory misses them A 
jar that repeatedly fails to seal 
should be discarded

When I worte for the Washington D.C. Post, one of the 
vegetables that was most used in Washington D.C. was O KRA. 
It is not sold in our local grocery stores and I had completely 
forgotten about it until I was given a sack of the tender green 
pods by Mrs. Elm er Linville. 
The Okra plant grows about two feet tall and the pods pop out 
from the stock. It is the tender pods that are delicious and if they 
are picked, the plant keeps on producing pods from June until 
frost. Mrs. Linville gave me a cup of Okra seed, so I will share 
seed with any reader interested in planting it next year. 
Okra is African in origin and is still grown and used in the 
South. The green pods are gelatinous when cut and are 
generally used as a basis for gumbos or stews. They are also 
delicious fried. M y recipe books do not include okra in their 
recipes so the following are word-to-mouth directions for use 
To fry the okra, remove caps and cut the tender pods across 
and roll in either white or yellow corn meal. The slices should be 
about \ inch thick. F ry crisp in oil and margarine. When cooked 
like this, the okra tastes like fried oysters or possible french 
fried mushrooms. Anyway, the taste is different. Fried okra is 
delicious with broiled steak or fried pork chops. 
An Okra Gumbo is usually made with either a shrimp or fish 
base. Daughter Jan et brought her recipe for it from Florida 
Insteas of cooked shrimp, she used frozen flounder that had 
been boiled and shredded. Cook fresh tomatoes that have been 
skinned and quartered with Vi large onion diced, and sliced 
tender green okra. Do not overcook. Season with salt, pepper , 
and Italian seasoning. Add cooked rice and butter. Add the 
shredded fish and serve hot. As is true with all good cooks, the 
exact proportions of each ingredient is left to the discretion of 
the cook. I thicken my jumbo with corn starch To give it a 
thicker consistency. I mix corn starch with water, bring to a boil 
to thicken. 
According to Mrs. Linville, Okra can be successfully frozen. It 
should be parboiled and chilled before freezing. If the pods are 
to be used for soup, then it is best to slice before freezing 
At an Academy of Fam ily Practice national convention, 
Mississippi was running a candidate for President. At their open 
house, they served pickled Okra These miniature pods were 
delicious and since that time I have occasionally seen pickled 
Okra sold commercially in gourmet shops. 
Pickled Okra 
4 cups of vinegar

Wash and drain small pods of Okra and pack in glass jars To 
each jar add one garlic clove, pickling spices, 
teaspoon dill 
seed, and V« teaspoon alum. 
Boil 4 cups of vinegar with one cup of water, 4 teaspoon salt. 
Pour over the Okra in jars and seal. Let stand six weeks before 
serving. 
This recipe can be used for pickling Okra when the jars are 
left in the refrigerator This Okra will remain fresh for months 
Pickling Liquid for Okra 
4 tablespoons celery seed 
4 tablespoons mustard seed 
I cup sugar 
3 cups of tarragon vinegar 
Salt and pepper as desired. 
Combine ingredients and bring to a boil Pour over the small 
Okra pods Let set at room temperature until cool, then 
refrigerate.

The Patient-Doctor Relationship 
la one of our discussion 
groups much comment arose 
about the intimate relationship 
between a certain psycho­ 
therapist and bls patient. 
Someone brought up the widely 
circulated 
story 
of 
a 
psychoaaalyst who became 
sexually involved with one of hia 
patients. How did you react to 
that story? - Mrs. M.O.S., N.Y. 
Dear Mrs. S.: 
The relationship between a 
physician in any field and his 
patients is a highly complicated 
one. The dependency that arises 
is responsible for the solid in­ 
terfacing between the two. Out 
of this often emerges a very 
valuable and concentrated 
devotion. 
In psychotherapy, the forces 
of 
“transference” 
and 
“counter-transference” be- 
' veen doctors and their patients 
can become highly charged. 
Such a relationship also exists 
between nude psychotherapists 
and their male patients. 
With fem ale patients, the 
intricacies a re even m o re 
complicated when the therapist 
is a male It is not uncommon 
for the patient to tem porarily 
feel she is in love with her 
therapist. He represents to her 
the figure of authority, strength 
and support This, coupled with 
his sensitivity to her emotional 
.leeds, m akes him a form idable 
structure in her life. 
Psychoanalysts 
understand 
this mechanism, are aw are of 
its importance and avoid the 
pitfalls of such an intim ate 
relationship. 


Highly 
L dined 
psycho­ 
therapists are very adept at 
utilizing this “ transference” 
situation for the greatest ad­ 
vantage to the patient. 
Hie exploitation or violation 
of that faith by the therapist is a 
sad testimonial to the principles 
and ethics of psychotherapy. 
Fortunately, such a com­ 
plication occurs rarely and 
must not be considered by those 
in psychoanalysis, or those who 
a re 
c o n t e m p l a t i n g 
psychoanalysis, as a potential 
threat to the value of such 
therapy. 
Your discussion group will be 
impressed by a new book,

History A nd Hearsay 
Two Simons

In the early days of our country there arose 
a breed of m en known as borderers - hunters 
and trappers who roamed the vast hin­ 
terlands on m occasined feet - as wild and 
untamed as the Indians themselves. “ By art 
and necessity, they left no trail" but two of 
them, Simon Kenton and Simon G irty, are 
well rem em bered by the historians of the day. 
By all accounts they could set out em pty 
handed and cross miles of hostile forest in 
safety, w ithstanding both cold and hunger. 
Swift and patient, they could stand as still as 
an oak trunk or run for miles as the occasion 
arose. “Alike in craft and courage they led 
the same charm ed life and were friends from 
(he time they scouted the Ka ria wa h woods 
together till the tim e they died." 
According to our historians one was a 
villian and one w as a hero. That is to say they 
served on opposite sides in the w ar to 
determine who would rule the Northwest 
Territory and w hat is now the state of 
Indiana. Girty cast his lot with the Indians 
and fought on the side of the English G eneral 
Hamilton known as the “ Hair B uyer.” So 
Girthy becam e a nam e associated with fen- 
dishness and pioneer mothers frightened 
their children with “ If you aren’t good, Girty 
will get you “ He represented the w ar whoop 
and 
the 
scalping 
knife 
while 
Kenton 
represented the stout detender who would 
come to their rescue, for Kenton fought on the 
side of General George Rogers Clark and 
helped capture Vincennes from the British 
Later Kenton scouted for Mad Anthony 
Wayne and helped defeat Chief Little T urtle 
and his scout, G irty. 
But in an earlie r w ar, fought before the 
revolution, the two Simons served together 
and became fast friends. Kenton was a youth 
of nineteen, G irty fourteen years older. Both 
were fugitives from the eastern settlem ents. 
At the age of sixteen Kenton had fought a 
hitter fight with another man over the favors 
of a girl Thinking he had killed the other 
m an. Kenton fled across the m ountains of 
Virginia to the settlem ents of the west where 
he became a hunter and trapper, then a scout 
for the Virginia m ilitia under the com m and of 
Lord Dunmore 
Girty was a Pennsylvanian whose father 
had been a trader. Disgruntled Indians had 
split his father’s skull over an unfair trade, 
and a step-father had also been killed by the 
Indians 
Taken captive. Girty had lived 
among the Indians for three years before he 
was released by a treaty , and he never gave 
up his preference for the life the Indians led 
He drifted into service of other traders acting 
as an interpreter and guide 
When Lord 
Dunmore’s men went to war with Cornstalk. 
Ixigan and Blackhoof, he performed those 
sam e duties for the m ilitia It was during this 
period of their lives that the two men and 
according to Kenton “ When there was nobody 


in the wilderness but God and u s” they 
pledged their undying friendship and kept 
that pledge. 
Lord D unm ore’s War was quickly over and 
Girty resum ed his life at F ort P itt while 
Kenton drifted west to Boonsborough where 
he met George Rogers Clark and became a 
scout for him. It was Kenton along with 
Shadrac Bond and Elisha Batty who went to 
Vincennes disguised as half-breed hunters 
and for three days and nights gathered in­ 
formation for General Clark. 
Meanwhile Girty became disgruntled with 
what he thought was unfair treatm ent by the 
Pennsylvanians and with six others left that 
place to offer their services to General 
Hamilton. The two Simons m et again in the 
sum m er of 1778. Kenton had been taken 
prisoner by the Shawnee as he tried to steal 
some of their ponies. The Indians lashed him 
on the back of a half wild horse and trans­ 
ported him to their village of Chilletothe. 
Here Kenton was forced to run the gauntlet. 
A vote was taken and it was decided he should 
he taken on a tour of the villages for 
exhibition, then be burned at the stake. His 
face was blackened as a sign of his coming 
death and the tour was begun. At W apatomica 
he m et Girty and the old w arrior flung his 
arm s about Kenton and cried like a child. 
He pleaded with the Indians so eloquently that 
Kenton was released to his keeping for a few 
weeks, but then the Indians again decided to 
kill him. This tim e Chief Logan intervened 
and instead of killing Kenton the Indians sold 
him to a British agent. 
Kenton was taken to Detroit w here he was 
questioned about American strength without 
much success. He rem ained there as a 
prisoner for several months, then escaped 
and m ade his way back to the falls at 
louisville w here Clark had his headquarters. 
In time the w ar ended. Kenton m arried a 
Betsy Jarboe and settled down to farm ing in 
Kentucky. 
Girty w andered about Ohio until he found a 
white girl half his age living as a captive 
among the Delaware. When he left the Indian 
village Catherine Mallot walked behind him. 
Simon took her to Detroit and m arried her. 
He, too. tried his hand at farm ing, but his 
heart was not in it He drifted back to the 
village of Little Turtle to fight 
against 
General H arm ar, General St. Claire, and Mad 
Anthony Wayne, then returned briefly to live 
with his wife and two sons. Here he died in 
1818. 
Kenton 
lived 
twenty years 
longer. 
A 
.scarred and dented man, he lost m uch of his 
land in Kentucky through faulty deeds, just as 
Daniel Boone did After a great m any court 
battles he finally was awarded part of his land 
and was given a pension of $20 a month. He 
returned to Ohio and lived in a sm all cabin by 
the Mad River dying there in the y ear of 1836 
at the ripe old age of eighty-one.

With a crisis in world leadership, with in­ 
creasing disillusionment w ith the United 
Nations, and with the decline of American 
influence in the world, the nations m ay soon 
reach such a degree of d istress as to ripen 
them for w hat Toynbee feared would be “the 
deifying of any Caesar who m ight succeed in 
giving the world unity and p e ac e.”

Fed Up Farmers

WASHINGTON (U PI) — Top D em ocratic 
and Republican cam paigners agree that 
farm ers are fed up with tem porary grain 
e j ^ r t em bargoes imposed by the COP 
adm inistration during the last three y ears — 
but neither side will unconditionally prom ise 
that it won’t ever happen again. 
Both 
President 
Ford and 
D em ocratic 
candidate 
Jim m y 
Carter 
issued 
what 
appeared to be “ no em bargo” pledges — 
Bord in a speech on the evening of his 
nomination, and C arter in a speech at the 
Iowa State Fair this week. 
But both sides, while each claim s its 
policies 
offer 
m ore 
hope 
of 
avoiding 
restraints on grain exports, are now scaling 
down their language to make it clear that 
unforseen supply 
shortages could 
m ake 
export restraints necessary in the future. 
Sen. Bob Dole, D-Kan., the GOP vice 
presidential candidate, told reporters at the 
Iowa 
fair 
Thursday 
that 
any 
future 
president must have the ability to restrain 
exports if a severe shortage or national 
emergency develops. 
“ Everybody 
knows 
that. 
Anyone 
who 
stands up and says there will be no m ore 
grain embargoes (under any circum stances) 
is not being realistic," Dole said. An aide 
said Dole was confident President Ford — 
who had publicly m ade similar statem ents 
earlier in the year — shared this view. 
“ I think anyone 
who says 
‘no 
m ore 
em bargoes’ should add to it, ‘except in case 
of national em ergency,’” Dole added 
C arter, meanwhile, said he .shared the 
view that em bargoes m ight be necessary if 
unforeseen 
and 
extrem ely 
u n l i k e l y 
em ergency crop 
shortages 
develop 
He 
added that he could not imagine a shortage 
that would require an embargo. 
Both 
parties 
apparently 
feel 
farm er 
irritation over a tem porary 1973 soybean 
export 
embargo, 
and 
tem porary 
g rain 
export embargoes covering Russia in 1974-75 
and 
Poland 
in 
1975, 
as 
a 
potentially 
im portant factor in sw aying farm votes. 
F arm organizations covering all shades of 
political opinion had denounced the 1975 
em bargoes and som e farm leaders had 
charged — although Agriculture S ecretary 
E arl L. Butz has denied it — that the 
tem porary export bans cost farm ers heavily 
in lost sales and lower prices. 
One group, the National Association of 


Wheat G row ers, has been assem bling a fund 
which lead ers say would be used for a legal 
contest if a future embargo is imposed. 
C arter, in his Iowa appearance this week, 
said, “ E very time Nixon, F ord and Butz 
have im posed a new export em bargo, it has 
caused 
perm anent 
dam age 
to 
export 
m ark ets...” 
But his party platform, like the candidate, 
stops short of pledging there would never be 
another em bargo. 
The 
D em ocratic platform 
prom ised to 
continue efforts to "expand agriculture’s 
longterm m arkets abroad.” But at the same 
time it added that, 
“we 
m ust prevent 
irresponsible and inflationary sales from the 
American granary to foreign purchasers.” 


On the C O P side, adm inistration officials 
defended last y ear’s Soviet em bargo as a 
necessary lever to win Soviet acceptance of 
a long-range grain trade deal which was 
signed last fall. Butz said total sales to the 
Soviets last year were not affected by the 
tem porary halt in shipments and asserted 
that 
the 
longrange 
deal 
will 
benefit 
American 
farm ers by 
giving 
them 
an 
assured future m arket to count on in future 
production planning. 
But Butz, like Ford, has said since that 
the adm inistration will take all possible 
steps to avoid future em bargoes and does 
not believe they will be needed in the future. 
Dole 
has 
been a strong 
opponent of 
em bargoes and was sharply critical of his 
own p arty ’s adm inistration during the Polish 
action last year. 
Dole said last September th at Kansas 
wheat fa rm e rs complied with governm ent 
requests to raise a record 1975 crop and then 
found their prices declining when the State 
D epartm ent 
instructed 
P o l a n d 
to 
tem porarily suspend shipments. 
“The fa rm e rs of this nation a re being 
suspended like puppets on a strin g by the 
adm inistration’s on again, off again export 
controls," he protested. 
More recently, Dole has sought to picture 
the D em ocrats as more likely than the GOP 
to revive export controls. 
In a statem en t July 31 Dole said AFL-CIO 
chief G eorge Meany had been the “ real 
force” com pelling Ford to em bargo grain 
shipments (w ith threats to refuse to load 
Soviet 
ships), 
and the 
K ansan 
classed 
Meany 
as 
a 
“ chief 
farm 
a d v iser” 
of 
D em ocratic vice presidential can d id ate Sen. 
Walter F. M ondale, D-Minn.

establishm ent of a CCC (Civil­ 
ian Conservation Corps) which 
I think is essential,” Brown 
said. “ Millions of young people 
are drifting, with little purpose, 
little discipline, little training 
for em ploym ent.” 
Brown said C arter appeared 
receptive to the idea of his 
plan, which he described as

Of Ford, Brown said “I don’t 
think he is projecting the hard 
choices. W hat I see that is 
alarm ing is the unwillingness to

oil. And now we are importing 
it to the tune of about 40 per 
cent of our total consumption. 
And how do we pay for it? We 
sell $12 billion of arm s to all 
these countries of the world. 
We sell them jet planes and 
sophisticated weaponry, m ore 
sophisticated than we give our 
own troops.” 
“This is a dangerous planet 
we are living on. We are a very 


sm all planet,” Brown said. “On 
the spaceship E arth there are 
just so much resources. We’ve 
got to learn to live together. 
The resources base is such that 
the rate of consum ption has to 
grow at a slower pace and we 
have to make choices.” 
Brown said California has 
ceased expansion of its road 
system and taken m any other 
steps to discourage use of “gas 
guzzlers.” He said these include 
trains and car pools. 
He said another step has been 
to establish a lower rate for a 
basic number of kilow atts of 
electricity and an increasing 
higher rate for g re a ter con­ 
sumption, a move he said puts 
on pressure for conservation of 
energy. 
Rep. Lee Ham ilton, D-Ind., 
speaking on behalf of Indiana’s 
nine Democratic congressm en, 
said

C arter 
“ has 
sensed the mood of this nation 
and of its voters early and 
accurately and will win Indiana 
and be the next President of 
the United S tates.” 
H ow ever, 
H am ilto n 
also 
warned that “we m ay be too 
optimistic. After all, incum bent 
Presidents are never easy to 
beat. We m ust guard against 
the fatal illness of D ew eyism .” 
Sen. Vance H artke, D-Ind., 
seeking a fourth term , predict­ 
ed Carter will win the election 
Nov. 2, including a substantial 
Indiana victory, and that he
